Cost of living in metropolitan 
Atlanta is .5 per cent below that 
of a year ago, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported here 
Wednesday. 


Atlanta’s consumer price index 
dropped .1 per cent between De- 
cember and March, the report 
stated, primarily due to declines 
in food and apparel costs. It 
stands now at 124.3 or 24.3 per 
cent higher than the index for 
the base years 1947-49. 


Over the nation, however, the 
cost of living, as measured by 
the bureau, held unchanged in 
March. The country-wide consum- 
er price index stayed at 123.7 
per cent of the 1947-49 average, 
completing the longest period of 
relative price stability on record. 
The index has not fluctuated by 
more than two points in the past 
nine months, BLS statisticians re-

Community ‘Must’ 


Col. Malcolm D. Jones, urban renewal 
director for Atlanta, has challenged the 
community to abandon its “inadequate 
and shoestring approach” to the renewal 
program. 

In a powerful argument for support- 
ing the program, Col. Jones declared that 
“renewal is an investment for the future 
which the city cannot afford to pass up.” 
In this he is right but whether the city 
can overcome its problems and take full 
advantage of its opportunities is up to 
the people and their city government. 


“If Atlanta is to benefit as it should,” 
Col. Jones said, “we should embark now 
on a broad long-range urban renewal 
program with adequate financing to pro- 
vide at least one additional federal- 
aided ... project each year for the next 
five years, plus smaller non-federal- 
‘ aided projects where needed in various 
neighborhoods of the city.” 


Right now, the director pointed out, 
five additional inspectors are needed to 
enforce the housing code. Also in en- 
forcing the code there must be full co- 
operation of all departments in the city, 
a full-time rehabilitation specialist and 
an employe to do site planning. 

Such an investment, in the opinion of 
Col. Jones and others, will return many 
time its cost through increased tax di- 
gests, reductions in community services 
through improved environmental stand- 
ards and through upgrading and stabili- 
zation of property values. 

A recent report by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce shows there are thou- 
sands of substandard dwellings in the 
Atlanta area and that the number is 
increasing. Many of them are beyond 
rehabilitation and are costly indulgences 
to the whole city. This high-rent slum 
property is profitable only to landlords 
who pay few taxes and do little to re- 
habilitate or maintain it. 

We agree with Col. Jones that At- 
lanta, with all its progress, should be 
ashamed of our growing slum problem. 
Unless it is corrected, slums indeed “will 
continue to increase, the tax digest will 
dwindle: disease, crime and fires will 
increase.” 

The 86th Congress seems certain to 
pass an urban renewal bill from which 
Atlanta can benefit further in the next 
few years. Now is the time to plan for 
it and to get ready for maximum par- 
ticipation. 

There are tremendous political, finan- 
cial, technical and social problems con- 
nected with the renewal program. But if 
renewal is neglected, these will become 
greater with each passing year.

If Aim Is Confusion, 
l’s Here in Abundance 


New admission rules for state-sup- 
ported colleges announced by the State 
Board of Regents apparently leave much 
to the discretion of college administrators. 
However these may be interpreted, the 
current freeze on admissions had created 
an intolerable situation and it is good that 
a beginning has been made toward end- 
ing it. 

Examination of the regents’ rules, 
adopted to prevent untold harm to the 
state’s higher education program, again 
makes one wonder what useful purpose 
the age-limit law has served or could 
serve. The rules themselves are s0 
phrased that the proverbial Philadelphia 
lawyer would have difficulty in trying 
to figure out what the regents mean. 

The age-limit law of 21 for beginning 
undergraduate work and 25 for graduate 
students still will limit greatly our 
badly-needed adult education program. 
It will cut into college enrollments and 
off-campus centers. We hope school ad- 
ministrators will take advantage of every 
loophole left by the regents to permit all 
qualified students of whatever age to 
continue their education. 

If the intent of the regents was to 
circumvent the age-limit Jaw, college 
administrators have a terrific responsi- 
bility which could be self-defeating. If 
the aim was to confuse everybody, it has 
been quite successful.

Presbyterian Assembly 
Welcomed to Atlanta 


Southern Presbyterians are assem- 
bling in Atlanta today for the denomi- 
nation’s annual General Assembly or 
“town” meeting. ' 

“Presbyterian” is a word arising from 
the way the followers of John Calvin and 
John Knox govern themselves. | 
The word comes from the Greek 
“presbyteros” meaning elder or priest. 
group of ruling elders is the govern- 
ing body of a church. The elders send 
' Pepresentatives to the presbytery, the 
gi body for a group of churches 
within a geographical district. Several 


presbyteries make up a synod for ad- 
ministrative purposes. 

The General Assembly, the highest 
court of the church, is constituted of 
commissioners. This year there are 516 
of them from the 83 presbyteries which 
make up the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States (South). 

The General Assembly will be rep- 
resentative government in action on a 
church level. The Presbyterian form of 
representation is older than the Consti- 
tution of the United States and was in 
fact a guide to the men who drafted that 
document. 

Atlanta welcomes the Presbyterian 
commissioners and wishes them well as 
they meet here in high court to debate 
and decide policy on vital issues facing 
the church and the world.

Syria, Moscow yet may become the domi- 
nant power in the area. If these efforts 
are successful, the Communist move- 
ment in Asia and Africa will have taken 
a great and alarming step forward.

Man Has Laid 
Down the Hoe 


The calendar memo said this is 
the birthday of Edwin Markham, 
the poet whose “The Man With 
the Hoe” was 
written into 
many languages 
and 5,000 
parodies. I saw fm 
the notation and Bi 
rem e mb e red 
when the great 
man came to 
the college 
campus a long 
time ago and 
dined with us. 
Not many of us 
had been close before to a figure 
who stood so tall in the literary 
world. We thought we were in- 
deed young men hoeing in high 
cotton. 

Edwin Markham must have 
been about 75 then. He died in 
1940 at 88. I remember that he 
was good and gray. And from the 
conversation, I can recall only 
this. He had entered a national 
poetic competition. I think it was 
for a poem to be read at the Lin- 
coln Memorial dedication in 1914. 

He told the story somewhat in 
this manner. 

“I sat down and scratched off 
a few lines and sent them in. Be- 
fore long I got a letter saying I 
had won first prize and a check 
for $2,500. I knew there had been 
some mistake, but I don’t have 
time to go around correcting 
other people’s mistakes. So I just 
cashed the check and said no 
more about it.” 

Among other things Edwin 
Markham said of Lincoln was 
this, in conclusion: 

“And when he fell in whirl- 

wind, he went down 

As when a lordly cedar, 

green with boughs, 

Goes down with a great 

shout upon the hills, 

And leaves a lonesome place 

against the sky.”

Ike Acts To Break 
Geneva Deadlock 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower's di- , 
rect. personal, earnestly argued appeal to Ni- ; ss 
kita Khrushchev to save the Geneva conference . : 
on ending nuclear-weapons tests from hopeless deadlock is a signif- 


icant new development in East-West negotiations. 


The most significant fact is 
that the President’s letter, re- 
suming his correspondence with 
the Soviet Premier after a lapse 
of many months, is not just an- 
other invitation to exchange 
propaganda positions but is an 
intensely serious effort to pro- 
mote an agreement. 

The central purpose of Eisen- 
hower’s unexpected initiative is 
to put into Khrushchev’s hands 
a full, friendly, authoritative ex- 
position of the proposal which 
the U.S. delegation laid on the 
conference table at Geneva on 
Monday, April 13. 

This proposal was that the three 
powers take an immediate, 
major, practical step in an area 
where there is least disagree- 
ment by ending those types of 
nuclear-weapons tests (in the 
lower atmosphere and under wa- 
ter) which produce almost all 
of the harmful radioactive fallout. 

At Geneva the Soviet response 
was cool, reserved, negative. 

Eisenhower evidently decided to 
go higher up in the hope that he 
might be able to enlist Khru- 
shchev’s interest and support for 
the plan. 

Actually it was not intended 
that the new White House letter 
be released until Premier Khru- 
shchey had replied. But be- 
cause it was mentioned passingly 
by a Soviet spokesman at Geneva, 
the text has been made public. 
In his effort to win a favorable 
response from the Kremlin, Ei- 
senhower used these main argu- 
ments:

That the United States would 
be ready to continue negotiations 
with the Soviets to see if the two 
sides can't agree on how an in- 
ternational inspection system can 
be made dependable so that ulti-: 
mately all nuclear-weapons test- 
ing can be stopped. 

But Eisenhower's main appeal 
to Premier Khrushchev, which 
was couched in cordial language, 
was that we ought to agree at 
once on the attainable and strive 
for the rest as rapidly as possible.

Mrs. Hilda Lincer Prepares Own Traditional Dishes for Ceremonial Feast 


Illness Can Hit Any Family 


So Be Prepared Financially 


By JOYCE GEMMILL 


Serious, prolonged illness can 
virtually bankrupt a family if 
adequate preparation is not 
made to avert financial disas- 
ter. In yesterday’s story which 
appeared in the women’s pages 
of The Atlanta Constitution, we 
told you how an Atlanta family 
became victimized when an un- 
expected illness struck which re- 
quired 31 days of hospitaliza- 
tion, around-the-clock nursing 
and additional nursing after the 
patient was brought home. 


Mr. T., whose kidney stone 
ailment became temporarily in- 
operable due to a peculiar blood 
condition, lost much of his 
mental awareness and finally 
became completely bedridden. 
When the hospital 
Mr. T. after having done all it 
could for him, he was sent home 
—there to suffer from a linger- 
ing and undiagnosed condition. 


NO LIFE INSURANCE 


When Mr. T. became iil, he 
had no life insurance but did 
carry a popular hospital insur- 
ance policy which would have 
adequately covered his medical 
expenses if he hadn’t become 
the victim of a prolonged dis- 
ease. The T’s are putting two 
girls through college and have a 
boy of high school age whe was 
planning to go to college. 


Mrs. T. was holding down a 
promotion job that had to be 
temperarily abandoned when 
her husband became so critical- 
ly ill. Fortunately, friends and 
her church gave all the aid they 
could muster together but that 
did not solve financial prob- 
lems. Before Mr. T’s illness 
the T’s had recently sold their 
home, banked the money and 
moved to a small apartment. 


Gradually, medical and hos- 
pital expenses bit into the sav- 
ings until the bank account was 
whittled down considerably. Mr. 
T’s hospital bill came to ap- 
proximately $1,930 for his 31 
days’ stay. Under his hospital 
insurance plan only about $575 
this was covered. The policy also 
stated it gave coverage only 
through 21 consecutive days of 
the same calendar year. 


Expenses in excess of basic 
benefits amounted to $1,355. Un- 
der another hospital plan which 
has a $100 deductible clause, 
similar to that on automobile in- 
surance, the benefit payment 
would have been 80 per cent of 
the total bill, or $1,480, leaving 
the T’s with only $470 to pay 
of the $1,950 total. 


It must be pointed out, how- 
ever, that few illnesses require 
more than 21 days’ stay in a hos- 
pital but cases do arise where 
a pant may be required to 
stay indefinitely in a hospital. 
Now Mrs. T. is faced with the 
problem of how to care for Mr.

Wednesday night an estimated 
six thousand Jewish families in 
Atlanta officially began the ob- 
servation of Passover with cere- 
monial serving of the Seder. 


Typical among them was Mrs. 
Hilda Lincer, a native of Aus- 
tria, who has lived in Atlanta 
since 1950. 


Mrs. Lincer, a gourmet by in- 
herent talent as well as by per- 
sonal choice, prepared her table 
for the Seder celebration last 
night. 


“IT made everything myself,” 
she said as she brought out the 
silver candelabra, the finest of 
dishes and other appointments 
for the celebration of the Festi- 
val of Freedom. 


“Now take the gefulte fish 
for instance. It is a traditional 
dish and it takes a full day to 
make. Four fish are used, the 
white, pike, buffalo and the fat. 
The seasoning is important and 
the cooking is a minimum of 
two hours. 


“The head and bones are 
placed un the bottom of the pot 
which provides the liquid. Then 
there are layers of onions, car- 
rots and the fish balls. A little 
water is added and then the 
cooking begins. One of the 
nicest things ever said to me 
was by a woman who told me 
the gefulte fish I fixed were just 
like her mother used to make! 
That’s a real compliment.” 


OTHER DISHES 


Mrs. Lincer also prepared 
other Seder dishes such as 
chicken broth and matzos, hard- 
cooked eggs in salt water, a 
compote of dried fruits, sponge 
cake and a chicken mold. Sacra- 
mental wine is also served. 


The slim young-looking Mrs. 
Lincer came to this country 
when she was six years old. 
Her forebears, experts in the 
culinary arts, had passed along 
some cooking tricks to her, 
which she admits “‘I have cher- 
ished to this day."’ However, 
when she grew to young lady- 
hood, her only role in the food 
liné was eating three meals a 
day. Instead, she attended Co- 
lumbia, University and gradu- 
ated as a licensed dental hy- 
gienist. 


Since moving to Atlanta, Mrs. 
Lincer has reverted to ancestral 
tastes and is recognized as one 
of the experts in gourmet cir- 
cles. Since 1957 she has been 
called upon to prepare all sorts 
of dishes, traditional and other- 
wise.

“Tt had rained all week,” Bart- 
zen explained, ‘‘and then turned 
off clear and hot Sunday.

From Press Dispatches 
In a precedent-setting decision, 
New York State Supreme Court

It is believed this passage may 
have been aimed at heavyweight 
champ Floyd Patterson also. 


Referring to Robinson’s claim 
of tax problems as an excuse for 
delaying a title defense, the court 
answered: “Boxing should not 
suffer or perish because of the 
tax problems of Robinson or any 
other champion.”

I'll save such a bait to pan off on Miss Kayte. 
She’s reasonably convenient to have around for 
several reasons, and one of them is trying those 
new baits in which I have no confidence. 


Late last summer my favorite fishing partner, 
Bob Jones, gave me a fishingcapful of fat, plastic 
baits called abrogasters. They were odd-shaped 
little lures with a metal lip on one end and a tail 
of plastic strips on the other. We examined them 
carefully, and frankly, they didn’t look any more 
potent than some of the other plugs I carry in my 
tackle box, but seldom use. But I agreed to give 
them a round with the bass because you never 
know when an old lunker will come up with a 
strange conception of what is good to eat. 


Kayte and I drove to Sinclair Lake shorily 
afier that. After we had launched the boat I 


passed one of the little abrogasters across to her. 
She looked at it skeptically. “‘What’s that thing?” 


“It’s a brand new fish-getter,”’ I assured her, 
“one of those sure-fire gadgets that ¢an’t fail. 
You put it on and I'll try something different.” 


For some unknown reason, she snapped it on 
her fishing line with an argument. I put on one 
of the old faithfuls which had never failed to 
produce in the six and eight-foot water where the 
bass were supposed to be at that time of year. I 
figured that as long as I could keep her sold on 
that pot-bellied wobbler I'd give her the shellack- 
ing of her fishing career.

Mutual Funds 
Are Explained 


Question: You have often 
written about mutual funds and 
have called them “open-end” 
investment companies. And you 
have also mentioned “closed- 
end” investment companies in 
your column, But I don’t ever 
recall your explaining what 
makes an open-end investment 
company different from a 
closed-end one. What is the 
exact difference? 


Answer: The difference has 
been explained here before. How- 
ever, it’s probably time to do it 
again. This is something that 
confuses many people—not only 
investors but also people in the 
investment company business. 
Even some supposedly authorita- 
tive books and pamphlets are way 
off base. 


You understand, of course, that 
an investment company is a com- 
pany that invests its capital in 
other companies. An investment 
company raises money by selling 
stock to the public. With that 
money it normally buys a diversi- 
fied list of securities in other 
companies. The idea behind it all 
is that the professional manage- 
ment of the investment company 
can do a better job than an indi- 
vidual shareholder could invest- 
ing on his own. 


Now, a closed-end investment 
company is one with a fixed capi- 
talization. Once its stock is sold 
to the public, that stock is traded 
back and forth just as any other 
stock is. 


An open-end investment com- 
pany (mutual fund), however, al- 
ways stands ready to redeem its 
stock. A shareholder may, on 
any business day, turn in his 
shares. He would normally re- 
ceive cash equal to the asset 
value of those shares. In some 
cases there would be a smull re- 
demption charge of about one 
percent. 


That is the exact difference, as 
spelled out in the Investment 
Company Act of 1940. In practice, 
however, there is another major 
difference. Most mutual funds 
continuously offer shares to the 
public. This is the thing that has 
made the mutual funds popular. 


But not all mutual funds make 
a continuous offering. There are 
some that don’t offer any more 
shares. They do, however, stand 
ready to redeem their shares. 
That makes them open-end in- 
vestment companies—not closed- 
end, as some people think.

Steel Firms Urge Economy 
—In a $114 Telegram 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


This newspaper—and, we assume, many others 
—received a rather singular telegram shortly 
after 9 o’clock on the evening of Friday, April 10. 


It was a press release deal- 
ing with the pending steel wage 
negotiations. 


Its theme: 


The necessity of holding the 
line on costs in order to combat 
inflation. 

This eight-foot-long telegram 
containing more than 2,000 
words—enough to fill nearly 
three columns of newspaper 
space—extolled the virtues of 
economy at a cost of $114. 


It was sent from Pittsburgh, 
a., by Hill & Knowlton, Inc., advertising and 
public relations agency. 


This firm apparently acted on behalf of U.S. 
Steel, Bethlehem, Republic, Jones & Laughlin, 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube, Inland, Armco, Great 
Lakes, Colorado Fuel & Iron, Wheeling, Kaiser, 
and Allegheny Ludlum. 


The telegram began: 


“Because of extreme importance of following 
story, we sending you full text of release and ac- 
companying letter on development in current 
steel wage negotiations. Text follows: 


“Twelve of the nation’s major steel companies 
today called upon the United Steelworkers of 
America to agree to continue present steel wages 
and other benefits, without change, for an addi- 
tional year, in order to combat inflation, unem- 
ployment, and foreign competition, and to create 
greater stability in the steel industry.” 


It then proceeded in the form of a news story, 
paraphrasing in 1,000 or so words, the contents of 
a letter addressed and presented to union presi- 
dent David J. McDonald by negotiators repre- 
senting the above-named companies. 


The remaining half of the wire was devoted to 
the full, verbatim text of the letter. 


Now, I don’t know how many other newspapers 
from Maine to California also received this tele- 
gram, which cost the steel companies $114 to 
rush from Pittsburgh to Atlanta. 


Regardless, such extravagance appears alto- 
gether unseemly in a crusade being conducted on 


the pretense that the only way to lick inflation 
is to hold costs down. 


Lavish spending by both the union and the in- 
dustry is further indicated by the considerable 
amount of advertising they have sponsored te 
date. 


And all this prior to the drafting of wage de- 
mands by the union and the opening of negotia- 
tions set for May 5. 


But at the rate things are going, the wage 
proposal and/or final settlement may not cost as 
much as what both sides must be shelling out to 
pay for a publicity campaign of such national 
magnitude. 


Why don’t they just call a truce, then divvy 
up with the workers whatever’s left in their 
treasuries? 


The workers might fare better that way after 
all. 


Getting back to that telegram for a minute, it 
was placed on this writer’s desk by another edi- 
tor immediately after it came into the office that 
Friday night—a strictly routine procedure. 


But this writer’s weekend was already three 
hours under way, so there the message rested 
without further ado for a full 60 hours. 


And there I found it the following Monday 
morning—just under an envelope which had mean- 
while come through the mail at the cost of a 
small postage stamp. affixed in Pittsburgh, and 
which contained the identical Hill & Knowlton 
release n¢atly typed double-spaced on nine pages 
of standard size bond paper. 


If the telegram had required it, the other edi- 
tor would have taken whatever action would have 
been appropriate the preceding Friday evening. 


But all he had to do that night was step over 
to a nearby machine to tear off and edit a story 
on the matter from any one of three national 
news services—all of which have writers in Pitts- 
burgh to cover developments leading up to pend- 
ing negotiations, and all of which no doubt re- 
ceived the steel industry’s press release right on 
the spot. 


So at the top of page two the following morn- 
ing this newspaper carried a story which said in 
less than 400 words that the union had received 
the letter and had promptly and emphatically 
rejected the wage freeze proposal in a few well- 
chosen words.
